tion committee and would need one before I can discuss it with you. 







I have obtained two complete Warren Commission executive session 
transcripts. The cheapest way to obtain each is in my WHITEWASH IV 
for that of January 27 , 196 Ij., and in the Congressional Record of May 
lli for that of January 22, 1964. Neither "definitely states that 
Leo Harvey Oswald had worked as an FBI undercover agent ..." 

I also do not have and would appreciate a copy of Mr. Morris’s state- 
ment to the Rockefeller Commission. I hvve read their accounts in 
which they deny he made any. 

You have my correct address. However, the amount of time required by 
what I am already into leaves me little for anything else, and I think 
you should know that there are many and substantial disagreements be- 
tween Jim Garrison and me with which I have neither the interest nor 
the desire to go public. 


rAs of now, my only Interests in public disagreements have to do with 
those whose current irresponsibilities ore currently hurtful.
